; German Party and the Prague Government 
was prominently featured by the papers here 


this morning in reports 


the Czech crisis. 


In connection avith these re- 
porta the papers publish lengthy 
excerpts from Chancellor Hit- 
ler’'s address before party offi- 
cinls at the Nuremberg party 
conyress. : 

The Fuehrer’s declaration’ that 
Germany was determined not to 
capitulnte to anybody and that 
those making: the mintuke of coun. 
tinge on Germany's wenkness, is 
- particularly stressed. 

The papers point out that Chan- 
cellor Hitler refrained from mak- 
ingg any statement on the Czech 
question. Political quarters here 
are looking forward te, with tense 
expectation, the declaration which 
tho Fuehrer will make on Monday. 

Tho papers agree that this de- 
elaratlon will be of extremely great 
importance for further develop- 
ments, 


NUREMBERG THE KEY 


“The Times" declares that events 
in Prague are far less important 
at tho present moment. than the 
developments that come from Nur- 
emberg. : 

The papers, in the meantime, 
publish lengthy speculations — re- 
gurdinge negotiations which took 
place in Downing Strect on Friday 
and which will probably be  con- 
tinued during the week-end, 

As fur ns is known, nefther tho 
Promior, Mr. Chamborlatn, nor the 
foreign Secretary, Lord Halifax, 
will risk o prolonged absence 
‘from London for the time being, 

Spoculations published by the

In the event of a moncy-lender 
failing te comply adequately in 
the first instance with such an 
order, any number of additional 
orders can be made against him 
for further and better particulars 
until eventually he tires of them 
and decides to disxorse the whole 
truth of the matter or is com- 
mitted to prison for contempt of 
Court for disobeying the orders.

AIRPLANES WILL LAND 
LIKE CRABS 


AN undercarriage on a swivel which allows an airplane to 

land or take off “crab-like” on a narrow strip of ground 
has been invented by Cambridge University graduate and Lon- 
don air pilot, Mr. O. F. Maclaren. 

It is being considered by Air Ministry 
craft manufacturers. 

Normally an airplane must land facing the direction of 
the wind. Airfields must be large to allow runways in many 
‘directions because wind direction changes from day to day. 

With Maclaren’s invention the plane’s wheels can be swivel- 
led and locked to allow landing on a narrow strip of ground 
which may not be sited in the direction of the wind. 

When landing the wheels ‘would face the runway while 
the remainder of the airplane remained headed o few degrees 
into the wind. 27 a ae 

The invention is likely to have a big effect on both civil 
and military aircraft of the future. it will enable strips of 
land of sufficient length to 
areas to be laid‘ out as airfields. 

It will enable air liners to ‘operate in the strongest of 
winds from such. runways nearcr the towns they serve. 

Tt means that ‘easier landing fields might be found for the 
new. Civil Air Guard. :

There Is one type of bid with 
whieh most playera ure entirely, 
unfamiliar, yet which ia highly 
valunble in many situations. I 
refer to the delayed take-out 
double, On {nnumerable occa 
aiona a player's holding will not 
justify an immediate overenll, oF 
an immedlaic double for 4 tuke- 
out, (Let ua call this 
Kant.) If North and South atop

Consider West's hand in this 
particular den), It contains a 
good heart anit and nothing out- 
side. Yet Weat's proper response 
to Enst’s delayed double is a pasa, 
moat emphatically not a two heart 
bid. If the doubled no trump is 
allowed to atand West can reason! 
ably expect to run five of his six 
hearts. (It is highly unlikely that 
East would have doubled with 4 
singleton heart.) West, should bear 
in mind thant Eust did not. double 
one diamond, therefore there is no 
ground for the hope that game can 
be made in hearts, But there is 
excellent reason for feeling that 
onc no trump may be severely 
penalized. If North passes, it will 
be noted that Enst’s delayed double 
pays splendid dividends. Good 
defence, involving a low heart 
opening on West's part, will hold 
North-South to a maximum of four 
tricks. If Northsdecides to re- 
scue with two diamonds, Eaat can 
double again, this time, of course, 
a straight penalty double, and 
although this is a better contract 
for North-South, it, too, will be 
defented 600 puints.

Essentially, all that a camera 
is composed of, is a light-tight 
box, with a lens for assembling 
the rays of light, and a film that 
receives the rays and suitably re- 
cords them. Actually, even a 
Jens is not necessary, because 
where the hole in the front of the 
camera is small enough, the rays 
converge automatically, Such 
camera is known as a “pin-hole”’ 
camera, and in the hunds of an 
expert is capable of producing
